PBOCgEDISQS OP THB KDSISTRY OF HSALTH USSR 


M. K. SazantseTa 


Tha Board of tho Ministry of ^alth D58B conyened recently to examine 
reports on the state of medical aid for minors of -the Stallnsk, VoroahlloTgrad, 
Eaza^nda, lamer oto^ Tula, Bostor and Moscov coal fields. 


In rooent years the general leyel of health serylce has InqproTed by close 
cooperation between the Ministry of Health and the Ministry of Coal Industries. 

In 1946 about 1,330 new doctors were acslgned to mining regions. Medical supply 
service was also improred. Various clinics and hospitals in coal regions recelTed 
30 sanitation machines, 64 I-ray machines, S'j cllnlco-dlagnoetlo laboratory unite, 
and 63 physlotherapeutical units. 


Many of the hoepite. js are conducting courses for specialists. In 1946, the 
Stallnsk Hospital graduated 175 doctors who had attended spe dial Izat Ion and adyance- 
smnt coursea. The Vwroi.hiloygrad Hospital graduated 110 and the KemeroTO Hospital 
gradiated 100. Tarlous scientific research Institutes of traumatology and ortho- 
pedics in Moscow, Hoyoslblrdk and Sverdlovsk have also been holding special 
courses for doctors of the coal regions. 


However, it was evident that in many respects health service was below 
Btandyard, Many of the young doctors working in mining areas are unable to ob- 
tain systematic aid. The leading health departments are not checking the 
quality of medical aid. In many of the regions, primarily In the Donbass, 
at Karaganda and Kuzbass, there Is a lack of proper traumatological equipment, 
deficiencies of X-ray film and chemicals. 


Many of the faults can be traced to Inefficient administration* Construction 
and recoxistructlon of medical facilities Is progressing very slowly because of 
poor administration by the Ministry of Coal Industries U3SH.
